But 
in various other parts of the city previously 
devoted exclusively to wooden buildings the 
hand of permanent improvement has been 
busy; the wooden structures have measura- 
bly given way toa fine class of brick and 
stone buildings both for residences and stores. 
Frame buildings have become to be regarded 
as an injury to real estate, and in cases of 
sale but little value is given to the wooden 
structure.

All this, it should be remembered, has 
taken place and been executed under the 
prostration of credit and the comparative 
stagnation of business dating from Septem- 
ber, 1873.
